Toronto’s Municipal 
Land Transfer Tax is levied 
on those who buy homes or 
businesses in the city. For 
residential properties, it’s 
charged as a_ percentage 
of the sales price. It came 
into effect in 2008 and is in 
addition to the Province’s 
Land Transfer Tax. 

Homes valued at over 
$400,000 are subject to 
a 2 percent LTT. The first 
$55,000 is levied at 0.5 per 
cent. For a home valued 
at $800,000, the tax bill 
would be $11,725. 

The impact on home 
prices, which Syrianos at- 
tributes to the LTT, is be- 
ing felt on the border be- 
tween the two jurisdictions 
where there are, “increased 
prices on the Mississauga 
side because of demand 
from people looking to 
avoid the Land Transfer 
Tax.” He says the LTT has 


put downward pressure 
on Etobicoke prices where 
it makes sense for some 
homebuyers to move a lit- 
tle further west if it means 
avoiding a big tax bill. 

While there is little hard 
data to support it, Syria- 
nos; a broker has been ob- 
serving trends and speak- 
ing directly to homebuyers. 

“Tm giving you perspec- 
tive from the street,” he 
said. “I’m also a broker 
with multiple offices and 
quite a few sales people. 
I’m giving you more of the 
realities of what we experi- 
ence from talking to con- 
sumers.” 

Mississauga council has 
pushed for its own Land 
Transfer Tax despite com- 
plaints by first time home- 
buyers in Toronto that it’s 
made housing less afford- 
able there. 

The Toronto Real Estate 
Board has consistently op- 
posed the LTT given that it 


adds to the cost of housing. 

“We don’t believe in the 
LTT to this day. We feel it’s 
an unfair tax designed to 
help balance their books. 
From our perspective as re- 
altors in the industry with 
consumers trying to buy a 
property, the tax is a pen- 
alty for buying a home that 


has really substantially 
added to the cost of home 
ownership.” 


There’s been a softening 
of housing values in To- 
ronto over the last several 
months. Recent figures 
from the Canadian Real 
Estate Association show a 
6.7% drop in home sales in 
Canada. 

The slowdown could re- 
sult in less revenue for To- 
ronto from the Municipal 
Land Transfer Tax — which 
generated $639.7 million 
for the city last year. 
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Food recall after bones found in meat 


One of Brampton’s 
biggest food processors 
has been ordered by 
Ottawa to immediately 
recall some of its wie- 
ners because tiny bits 
of bone could be in the 
meat. 

Maple Lodge Farms 
Ltd. has been told to 
recall certain chicken 
frankfurters from store 
shelves due to the the 
potential presence of 
bone fragments. Con- 
sumers should not eat 
the recalled products, 
which are sold as Big 
Original Chicken Frank- 
furters under the Ma- 
ple Lodge brand and in 
similar 450 gram pack- 
ages under the Zabiha 
Halal brand for Muslim 
consumers. 

Both products have 
an Aug. 27 expiry date 


on the package. 

The Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency 
says consumers should 
check to see if they 
have recalled product 
in their homes. The re- 
called meats should be 
thrown out or returned 
to the store where they 
were bought. 

This recall was trig- 
gered by the compa- 
ny, which is Canada’s 
largest independent 
poultry processor, pro- 
ducing chicken wieners 
and deli meats from its 
plant and farm on Win- 
ston Churchill Blvd. in 
northern Brampton. 
The company employs 
1,800 people and is one 
of Brampton’s largest 
private employers, with 
about $50 million a 


year in annual sales.

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Dont feed cities insatiable 
tax addiction

A recent academic paper 
looking at the taxing 
powers of Toronto and 
seven other major cities 
around the world suggests 
big cities should get more 
power to raise revenue 
beyond the traditional 
property tax. 

For local homeowners 
and taxpayers in Peel Re- 
gion, such an idea would 
be a disaster. 

History shows that if 
you give cities more finan- 
cial wiggle room, they will 
tax everything that moves. 

For decades, local 
politicians have proved 
they can’t stop spending 
and they have no fear of a 
voter backlash if they hike 
taxes to pay for it. 

They know the power 
of incumbency and low 
municipal voter turnouts 
almost always guarantees 
they'll get re-elected no 
matter what they do in 
office. 

That said, credit should 
go to Mississauga May- 
or Bonnie Crombie for 
trying to keep next year’s 
property tax hike to about 
two per cent instead of the 


three per cent her finance 
officials have proposed. 

That could mean scaling 
back the more than five 
per cent hike in spending 
many in the city govern- 
ment want and could 
entail delaying some 
promised new services 
-- which I believe is a good 
idea, especially going into 
an election year. 

Still, visitors to Mis- 
sissauga will soon feel a 
pinch in their wallets and 
purses since Ontario mu- 
nicipalities have just won 
the right to impose local 
hotel taxes - a measure 
introduced in Finance 
Minister Charles Sousa’s 
spring budget. 

Mississauga is hungrily 
looking at a tax of be- 
tween three and five per 
cent on the city’s 10,000 
hotel rooms, a measure 
that could raise up to 
$20 million or more and 
make business and leisure 
travel more expensive for 
visitors to the city. 

What would happen if 
politicians in Mississauga, 
Brampton and Caledon 
also win the right to slap 
income taxes or munic- 
ipal sales taxes on local 
consumers? 

To their credit, the pro- 


vincial Liberals decided in 
late 2015 not to extend the 
power to impose a Munic- 
ipal Land Transfer Tax to 
cities and towns outside 
Toronto, where the power 
has existed since 2008. 

Toronto’s two per cent 
tax on houses worth more 
than $400,000 generates 
about $400 million a year 
-- money paid by purchas- 
ers which adds thousands 
to the cost of closing any 
housing deal. 

The Liberals came un- 
der heavy lobbying from 
consumer groups and the 
homebuilding industry, 
who warned such a tax 
would add thousands to 
the cost of buying homes 
and especially hurt buyers 
in the GTA areas outside 
Toronto, where prices 
have also risen sharply in 
recent years. 

Ontario mayors and 
local politicians have long 
lobbied Queen’s Park 
for more taxing powers 
to cope with their tight 
finances. 

That idea is backed by 
the Institute on Municipal 
Finance and Governance, 
a U of T think tank fo- 
cused on finding solutions 
to finance and governance 
problems facing large 


cities and city-regions 
around the world. 

The recent paper by the 
institute argues that cities 
should have the power 
to set their own tax rates 
rather than receiving 
transfers from federal or 
provincial governments. 

A comparison of Toron- 
to, London, Paris, Berlin, 
Frankfurt, Madrid, Tokyo, 
and New York shows 
Toronto is less dependent 
on intergovernmental 
transfers than many other 
major cities but, with the 
exception of London, it 
has fewer tax options than 
the other cities. 

New York is less reliant 
on state transfers and can 
levy many different taxes, 
while Tokyo and Paris also 
rely heavily on their own 
revenues, but don’t have 
much control over their 
tax sources. 

Frankfurt and Berlin 
have access to more tax 
sources than the others, 
but a chunk of these are 
shared taxes. 

Madrid relies relatively 
heavily on property taxes 
but also shares in reve- 
nues from the personal 
income tax, value-added 
tax, and selected excise 
taxes. 


The institute says Cana- 
dian cities like Mississau- 
ga, Brampton and Caledon 
rely mainly on the prop- 
erty tax, which the think 
tank says is not the most 
appropriate tax to pay for 
social services or social 
housing. 

“A mix of taxes would 
give large Canadian cities 
more fiscal autonomy, the 
flexibility to be interna- 
tionally competitive, and 
the ability to respond to 
changing economic and 
political conditions,” said 
the report, written by U of 
T professor Enid Slack. 

While cities now can 
levy new hotel taxes -- and 
they surely will -- to feed 
their spending addictions, 
Peel Region communities 
that already can impose 
development charges 
and infrastructure levies 
as well as property taxes 
should consider other 
options. 

If they have to pay for 
transit and other infra- 
structure, they should 
temporarily go deeper 
into debt to finance 
capital projects while 
developing long-range 
plans to rationalize their 
workforce, much of which 
is unionized and whose 


managers usually appear 
on the annual Sunshine 
List of highly paid civil 
servants earning more 
than $100,000 a year. 

A year ago, the City of 
Brampton cut about 45 
highly paid managers in 
an effort to get the city’s 
troubled finances and 
unsustainable labour costs 
under control. 

That was an unusual but 
welcome move because 
local governments rarely 
pare their operations to 
save money. They usually 
just hike taxes or go cap 
in hand to the province 
begging for more money. 

Mississauga is generally 
perceived as a good stew- 
ard of public finances, but 
the city has a chance to 
keep a lid on its employee 
costs since about 20 per 
cent of its 5,300 employ- 
ees will retire over the net 
four years. 

There’s no need to hit 
homeowners, hotel guests 
or rec users with higher 
costs. Just get your own 
house in order.

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Malton Jobs get boost as Woodbine Casino Okd

Mississauga Ward 5 
Councillor Carolyn Par- 
rish says a casino “across 
the 427 from us” in Wood- 
bine will create jobs in 
an area with the highest 
unemployment in Missis- 
sauga. 

“T think itll add to the 
economy, create jobs for 
Malton residents because 
they can get there quite 
easily,” she said. 

“We have very high un- 
employment in Malton, 
higher than the rest of the 
city, so it’s very good.” 

The Woodbine race- 
track has won Ontar- 
io Lottery and Gaming 
Corp’s competitive bid to 
expand and operate GTA 
casinos. 

B.C.-based Great Ca- 
nadian Gaming Corp and 


Toronto-based Brookfield 
Business Partners have 
been given the green light 
to expand Woodbine’s slot 
machine operation into a 
full casino and entertain- 
ment/hotel complex. 

The casino complex in 
Woodbine is expected to 
generate 2,500 jobs. 

“Luckily, it’s in an area 
where it’s going to create 
some employment. It’s 
bringing people in from 
the outside of Mississau- 
ga and Etobicoke to spend 
the money on the gam- 
bling. It’s bringing money 
into the economy, not re- 
circulating what’s already 
there.” 

The Woodbine location 
lends itself well to a casi- 
no, given its accessibility 
via highway and its close 
proximity to the Airport. 


Parrish says she’s aware 
of addiction issues in 
some communities where 
casino gaming is allowed. 

In the case of Missis- 
sauga and her communi- 
ty in particular, Parrish 
says the potential benefits 
outweigh any problems 
associated with problem 
gambling. 

“My community in 
Malton is mixed ethnic 
groups. I know there are 
ethnic groups that are 
really into gambling, but 
our guys are pretty hard 
working. I don’t think 
you'll get a whole lot of lo- 
cal gambling. I think you 
will get a lot of local jobs 
and in in the end it'll be 
positive for the commu- 
nity.” 

The complex is expected 
to be a boost to the hospi- 


tality industry in Malton 
where there are numerous 
strategically placed hotels 
and restaurants to go with 
those on the Airport strip. 

Four years ago, there 
were discussions about 
locating a casino in Mis- 
sissauga. Two sites that 
were under _ consider- 
ation at the time included 
Malton and another on 
the waterfront. 

Parrish says she would 
not have supported a casi- 
no located in Mississauga. 

“T wouldn’t have wanted 
to see it on our lakeshore 
or anyplace that would’ve 
been exclusively Missis- 
sauga.” 

Government coffers in 
Mississauga and Toronto 
will benefit as a result of 
added tax revenue from 
casino gaming activity.

Mississauga Ward 5 Councillor Carolyn Parrish 
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Construction giants vie for 
lucrative OPP contracts

Two of Mississauga’s big- 
gest construction compa- 
nies are invited to bid on a 
contract to build nine new 
detachments for the Ontario 
Provincial Police across the 


province. 
Infrastructure Ontario 
and the Ministry of Commu- 


nity Safety and Correction- 
al Services have released a 
request for proposals to the 
three groups short-listed to 
design, build, and finance 
the projects. 

One of the two Missis- 
sauga bidders is EllisDon, a 
private builder based on the 
Queensway in eastern Mis- 
sissauga. 

The company, with 2,500 
employees and $3.3 billion 
in annual revenues, has 
built everything from hospi- 


tals and arenas to office tow- 
ers and stadiums. 

The company built the 
SkyDome, now known as 
the Rogers Centre, in the 
late 1980s, as well as the 
Peel Regional Police head- 
quarters and the 22 Division 
detachment in Brampton. 

The second local bid- 
der is Bird Capital Limit- 
ed Partnership, part of the 
Bird Construction company 
based on Explorer Drive in 
northern Mississauga. 

Bird has built RCMP divi- 
sions, industrial plants, con- 
vention centres, hospitals, 
university buildings and 
other projects across the 
country. It was also involved 
in the rebuilding of 16 po- 
lice sites in the earlier stage 
of the OPP modernization 
project. 


The third bidder on the 
short list is a group led by 
DBF Pomerleau, a New- 
foundland-based builder. 

Under the public-private 
partnership deal, nine new 
detachments will be built to 
replace the old buildings. 

The new detachments 
include the Port Credit De- 
tachment on Argentia Road 
in Mississauga, the Huron 
County Detachment in Clin- 
ton; Hawkesbury Detach- 
ment; Manitoulin Island De- 
tachment in Little Current; 
Marathon Detachment; 
Parry Sound Detachment; 
Fort Frances Detachment; 
Moosonee Detachment; and 
a new building in Orillia. 

Infrastructure | Ontario 
expects to choose a winning 
bidder by the middle of next 
year. 
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Councillor apologizes for comments 


A longtime Brampton 
politician apologized at 
Wednesday’s council meet- 
ing for an email he sent last 
month that said new immi- 
grants should learn the val- 
ues of white Canadians. 

“With the wisdom that 
comes with hindsight and 
sombre reflection, (I have) 
realized that I owe an apolo- 
gy for a confusing email ex- 
change with a constituent,” 
John Sprovieri told council. 

The councillor already 
faces disciplinary action 
from the city’s integrity 
commissioner for a written 
exchange with a resident 
last month that garnered 
widespread attention in 
PDN and other media for 
what many believed were 
racially insensitive remarks. 

Brampton Mayor Linda 
Jeffrey has urged Sprovieri 
to take sensitivity training 
over the issue. 

Sprovieri had previously 
responded to a provocative 
email sent to Brampton coun- 
cillors by city resident Sheila 
Jacobson that asked, “Why 
are WHITE PEOPLE still 
planning Brampton’s future? 


Sprovieri, an Italian-Ca- 
nadian who was born in It- 
aly and immigrated decades 
ago, responded that white 
people of Canada created “a 
great system where every- 
one is welcome and can live 


peacefully together.” 
Sprovieri, a former Ford 
Canada worker at the 


Oakville plant, has lived in

Wards 9 and 10 for 39 years 
and has been on Bramp- 
ton council since 1988 and 
on Regional Council since 
2003. 

He represents a ward 
populated predominantly 
with Sikhs, Indo- and Pa- 
kistani-Canadians and has 
been long involved in with 
local groups. 


The Apology 


The following is an 
abridged transcript of a 
speech Regional Coun- 
cillor John Sprovieri 
gave at Brampton City 
council last week apol- 
ogizing for an email he 
sent in July defending 
the city, but which also 
said new immigrants 
should learn the values 
of “white Canadians.” 


“My (email) response has 
caused a lot of unnecessary 
turmoil in our city and 
right across this country. 
Thave with the wisdom 
that comes with hindsight 
and sombre reflection, real- 
ized that I owe an apology 
for a confusing email ex- 
change with a constituent. 
In my haste to defend my 
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friends, colleagues, city em- 
ployees and those hired to 
bring expertise and skills to 
the City of Brampton and 
all our residents, I chose 
my words poorly and my 
comments did not reflect 
my intended meaning 
when I wrote that email.” 
“My intention was to 
make a point about demo- 
cratic rights and freedoms. 
But in doing so I was 
committing the same error 
Iwas rallying against. In 
characterizing people on 
the basis of colour and giv- 
ing recognition to only one 
colour it was improper. 
“When I referred to white 
values I was referring to 
the Canadian values and 
was applauding Canada’s 
commitment to build a 


nation of equity, peace, 
democracy and prosperi- 
ty. I was addressing how 
fortunate we all are to 

live in a country that has 
adopted such great values 
multiculturalism, diversity, 
freedom of religion and 
freedom of speech. 

“Being Canadian is a 
source of great pride for 
me. In expressing my pride 
it was not my intention to 
marginalize or ignore the 
contribution of people of 
all origins. My intention to 
highlight Canadian values 
of freedom, inclusiveness 
was lost as a result. In my 
haste to defend those under 
attack, I failed to include 
all those people for whom 
I have a great deal of 
respect.”

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Relief, Joy as Jailed Mississauga pastor released from North Korean prison

Friends of a Mississau- 
ga pastor released from a 
North Korean prison are 
breathing a sigh of relief 
after a long and difficult or- 
deal. 

60-year-old Hyeon Soo 
Lim has been set free on 
compassionate grounds af- 
ter more than two years in 
custody. Pastor John Bae, 
a friend of Lim’s at the 
Light Korean Presbyterian 
Church, says news of the 
release caught him by sur- 
prise. 

“T was like, what? I was 
very surprised,” laughed 
Bae. “We weren’t prepared. 
We were hoping he would 
be released. A couple of 
days ago, the government 
sent a representative to 
North Korea and one or two 
days later, it happened. I 
was very surprised.” 


Before his incarceration, 
Lim was the senior pas- 
tor of the 3,000-member 
Light Korean Presbyterian 
Church in Malton. 

He went to North Korea 
on a humanitarian mis- 
sion, but was arrested and 
charged in 2015 with al- 
legedly being involved in 
anti-state activities. 

The government accused 
him of trying to use religion 
to destroy the North Korean 
system and for helping U.S. 
and South Korean author- 
ities abduct North Korean 
citizens. 

He’s been the focus of in- 
ternational efforts to have 
him freed. 

Bae spoke to parishioners 
shortly after news reports 
that Lim’s ordeal was com- 
ing to an end. “They’re hap- 
py too and very thankful to 
the Canadian government 
for working on this case,” 


he said. 

The government sent a 
delegation led by nation- 
al security adviser Daniel 
Jean to Pyongyang to try 
and secure Lim’s release, 
and considered the Pastor’s 
health to be of “utmost im- 
portance.” 

The PMO offered no 
other details about Lim’s 
health problems. 

Bae says he’s known Lim 
for “many years,” since 
1999, but has only been a 
pastor at the church since 
last August. 

He describes Lim as “a 
great guy. He loves people. 
He love’s helping out the 
poor, the needy.” 

While Lim’s release is a 
happy event for his sup- 
porters, it comes with the 
sobering news of his ill 
health. 

It’s unclear if those health

Brampton asked to help fund new university

The City of Brampton will 
soon likely be asked to kick 
in millions of dollars or pro- 
vide other benefits to help 
its proposed new university 
get off the ground. 

A staff report to City 
Council slated for Sept. 6 
will outline investment op- 
portunities for the city in the 
project and go to council for 
a later decision. 

It’s not known whether 
staff will recommend the 
city donate land, put money 
into a partnership or pro- 
vide local tax breaks for the 
project. 

Michelle McCollum, 
Brampton’s senior manager 
of strategic planning, told 
council that talks between 
Ryerson University and 
Sheridan College, who will 
run the new campus, have 
been going well and a more 
detailed plan will go to the 
province for approval this 
fall. 
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The city has also hired 
planning consultant urban- 
Metrics Inc. to carry out a 
detailed economic impact 
study of the new university. 

“We've also talked for 
some time about a potential 
municipal contribution to 
this initiative and we think 
it’s time to start discussing 
that and start considering 
that,” said McCollum, who 
works in the office of the 
Chief Administrative Offi- 
cer. 

McCollum said she and 
staff “are working on a re- 
port that we will bring to 
you... that will be a Com- 
mittee of Council meeting 
Sept. 6.” 

The proposed new uni- 
versity is one of two the 
Ontario government plans 
for fast-growing cities like 
Brampton and Milton. The 
province has earmarked 
$180 million for the two 
campuses. 


The two new sites will 
probably start up in two or 
three years and will be fo- 
cused on science, technol- 
ogy, engineering, arts and 
math. 

A 2015 economic impact 
study by urbanMetrics con- 
cluded the proposed uni- 
versity would benefit the 
city and help transform the 
community. 

The urban planner said 
the project would create 
more than 1,800 construc- 
tion jobs, and add another 
1,500 from ongoing oper- 
ations. urbanMetrics also 
concluded the university 
would have a one-time con- 
struction economic impact 
of almost $373 million, and 
ongoing impact, including 
student and visitor spend- 
ing, of $220 million. 

More than 80 per cent 
of the jobs created from 
the project would be in 
Brampton. 


from returning to work as a 
pastor. 

Bae says Lim will have to 
decide what to do with the 
rest of his life, but that he 
will “definitely have some 
stories” to tell of his har- 
rowing experience in North 
Korea when he returns. 

Bae says he’s not sure 
what events the church is 
planning to mark Lim’s re- 
turn to Canada. 

He was born in South Ko- 
rea before moving to Cana- 
da and becoming a citizen 
of this country. 

The release comes at a 
time of increasing tensions 
between North Korea and 
the United States. 

U.S. President Donald 
Trump recently gave North 
Korean dictator Kim Jong- 
Un astern warning after the 
despot’s repeated missile 
tests and threats of nuclear 
attack.

Real estate developer 
Morguard Corp. has bought 
an eight-storey office build- 
ing in Markham for $66.5 
million to grow its property 
portfolio around the GTA. 

Meanwhile, Toron- 
to-based organic juice pro- 
ducer Greenhouse Juice. 
Co. is getting a $6.3 million 
loan from Ottawa to help 
the company modernize and 
expand its plant on Nashua 
Dr. in northeastern Missis- 
sauga. 

The federal money was 
announced a few weeks ago 
at the plant by federal poli- 
ticians, including Innova- 
tion, Science and Economic 
Development Minister Na-

Electrovaya, with about 
200 employees, designs and 
manufactures Lithium Ion 
SuperPolymer batteries for 
the clean transportation, 
smart grid, consumer and 
healthcare markets. 


The Peel company’s 
mission is to accelerate 
the development of clean 
transportation such as ze- 
ro-emission electric vehicles 
and plug-in hybrid electric 
vehicles. 

The company claims to 
have more than 150 patents 
on its SuperPolymer 2.0 
battery technology and vari- 
ous systems and its technol- 
ogy has been used by NASA 
and in the Scribbler tablet 
computer under licence. 

Electrovaya generated 
revenue of more than 15 mil- 
lion last year but lost money 
as it spends to develop its 
batteries and new markets.

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From Brampton to the NHL ~ 
Jeremiah Addison Dreams Big

Thousands of Canadian 
boys and girls play hock- 
ey in this country. Many 
of them, including myself, 
have dreamed of making it 
to the NHL. 

For most of us, it is just 
a pipe dream, as very few 
ever make it all the way. 

For 20 year old former 
Brampton resident Jere- 
miah Addison, that dream 
is very close to being a re- 
ality. 

Drafted in round #7 
207th overall by the Mon- 
treal Canadiens in the 2015 
amateur draft, Jeremiah 
has attended the Cana- 
diens rookie camp and has 
skated with their AHL affil- 
iate St. John’s Ice Caps for 
4 games during the 2015- 
2016 season. 

He recently signed a 
three year entry level deal 
with the Canadiens back in 
March and will attend their 
training camp this fall. He 
has a two-way $720,000 
cap hit deal with the club. 

He recently finished up 
his amateur career with the 
Windsor Spitfires of the 
OHL, where he was part of 
their Memorial Cup Cham- 
pionship run back in May. 

As a young boy, Jeremi- 
ah got into hockey at age 
5 in the Brampton Minor 
Hockey League. 

He proved himself to be 
a top prospect right away 
and moved up to AA and 
then AAA first with stops 
in Brampton, Weston, Hal- 
ton and finally with the 
Toronto Jr. Canadiens and 
the Mississauga Senators 
of the GTHL. 

With the support of his 
parents Blair and Dawn, 
Jeremiah moved away 
from home at the tender 
age of 14 to attend the 
famed Athol Murray Col- 


lege of Notre Dame in Wil- 
cox Saskatchewan. 

This school is noted for 
being a hockey star facto- 
ry and has seen the likes of 
Wendel Clark, Vincent La- 
cavalier, and most recently 
Morgan Rielly go on to il- 
lustrious NHL careers. 

The school not only em- 
phasized sports but was 
strict on the academics as 
well, which pleased Jere- 
miah’s parents who wanted 
to see him get an education 
as well. 

“Being in a small town of 
only 600 people there was 
not much to do so we really 
focused on our hockey and 
the books, adds Addison. 

“We had a strict regime 
and were well supervised 
by coaches and teachers 
who knew how to get the 
best out of us.” 

Returning home in 2012 
Jeremiah tried out and 
made the Toronto Marl- 
boroughs Major Midget 
team and attended Everest 
Academy private school in 
Thornhill, a highly repu- 
table sports and academic 
school. 

In his OHL draft eligible 
year Jeremiah was taken by 
the Saginaw Spirit where 
he played for two seasons 
before being traded to the 
Ottawa 67s. 

He played 2 full seasons 
with Ottawa and was into 
his third and final sea- 
son of eligibility before 
once again being traded to 
Windsor part way through 


the 2016-2017 season. 

Jeremiah’s draft day was 
areal highlight for him and 
his family. “I will always 
remember the Canadiens 
calling my name and the 
feeling I had at that mo- 
ment,” adds Addison. “It 
was a highlight of my a ca- 
reer and proof positive that 
all the hard work was pay- 
ing off.” 

Attending the Canadiens 
rookie camp at the start the 
2015 season was also mem- 
orable and gave him a new 
opportunity to up his game 
and rub elbows with the 
some elite NHL players.

It made 
me feel great and inspired 
me to keep working”, adds 
Addison. 

During the off season 
Addison works out 5 days 
a week, travelling from his 
parent’s home in Oran- 
geville to a gym in Pickering 
where he works out with a 
hockey specific trainer in 
order to prepare himself for 
camp in September. 

Jeremiah expects’ to 
skate with the Canadiens 
new AHL affiliate the La- 
val Rocket this season but 
hopes he will get called up 
to realize that dream that 
never dies. 

Jeremiah has agreed to 
stay in touch during train- 
ing camp and into the sea- 
son. We can look forward to 
hearing what life is like as an 
NHL hopeful.

This 61-year-old rookie is 
going to try his hand (or bat) 
at cricket. 

Sadly, I know nothing 
about the game, but that’s 
about to change thanks to 
first hand/bat experience. 

The GTA Realtor League 
is my destination: specifical- 
ly Teramoto Park in Bramp- 
ton. Matches are played 
Monday and Thursdays — 
afternoon and evening ac- 
tion. 

Am I serious? You bet! 
Hopefully the boys will be 
kind. 

Before I venture into un- 
charted territory, I figured I 
should read up on the sport. 
So, thanks to Wikipedia, it’s 
time for Cricket 101! 

Cricket is a bat-and-ball 
game played between two 
teams of 11 players each on 
a cricket field, at the centre 
of which is a rectangular 
22-yard-long pitch with a 
target called the wicket (a 
set of three wooden stumps 
topped by two bails) at each 
end. 

Each phase of play is 


called an inning during 
which one team bats, at- 
tempting to score as many 
runs as possible, whilst their 
opponents field. 

Depending on the type of 
match, the teams have one 
or two innings apiece and, 
when the first inning ends, 
the teams swap roles for 
the next inning. Except in 
matches which result in a 
draw, the winning team is 
the one that scores the most 
runs, including any extras 
gained. 

Two batsmen and 11 field- 
ers then enter the field and 
play begins when a member 
of the fielding team, known 
as the bowler, delivers (i.e., 
bowls) the ball from one 
end of the pitch towards 
the wicket at the other end, 
which is guarded by one of 
the batsmen, known as the 
striker. 

In addition to the bowler, 
the fielding team includes 
the wicket-keeper, a special- 
ist who stands behind the 
striker’s wicket. 

The nine other fielders are 
tactically deployed around 
the field by their captain, 
usually in consultation with 
the bowler. 

The striker “takes guard” 
on a crease drawn on the 
pitch four feet in front of the 
wicket. His role is to prevent 
the ball from hitting the 


stumps by using his bat and, 
simultaneously, to strike it 
well enough to score runs. 

Runs are scored by two 
main methods: either by 
hitting the ball hard enough 
for it to cross the boundary, 
or by the two batsmen swap- 
ping ends by each simulta- 
neously running the length 
of the pitch in opposite di- 
rections whilst the fielders 
are retrieving the ball. 

Historically, cricket’s or- 
igins are uncertain and the 
earliest definite reference is 
in southeast England in the 
middle of the 16th century. 

It spread globally with 
the expansion of the British 
Empire, leading to the first 
international matches in the 
second half of the 19th cen- 
tury. 

Traditionally cricketers 
play in all-white kit, but in 
limited overs cricket they 
wear club or team colours. 

In addition to the basic 
kit, some players wear pro- 
tective gear to prevent inju- 
ry caused by the ball, which 
is a hard, solid spheroid 
made of compressed leather 
enclosing a cork core. 

Phew! Well that’s as clear 
as mud—haha! Hopefully 
my name won't be mud after 
this adventure. It’s gonna be 
fun. (a.k.a. — this old dog 
learns new tricks:) I'll let 
you know how it goes.
